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Ontario residents only eligible for 
student aid fund

The provincial government 
is sticking to its guns despite vocal 
resistance by Ontario universities to 
a new student aid program that' s only 
available to Ontario residents. 

The Tories announced in 
their last budget that they would be 
setting up the Ontario Student Op- 
portunity Trust Fund, which would 
be used to provide students with fi- 
nancial aid. 

The government said it 
would match whatever money uni- 
versitiescould raise for the trust fund. 
They also announced that only stu- 
dents who are residents of Ontario 
will have access to the money. 

Ontario residents who to live 
outside of the province for the year 
before they attend university are also 
excluded from using the fund. Many 
university administrators say the 
province does not have the right to 
dictate who should have access to the 



funds when they are only providing 
half of them. 

The University of Toronto 
has been active through the Council 
of Ontario Universities in lobbying 
the government to reconsider this 
decision, says university 
vice-president Dan Lang. 

"Is the government being 
just, fair, and reasonable? No, it's 
not. It is claiming 

100 per cent control over funds of 
which it is only providing 50 per 
cent," he said. 

In a Aug. 26speech in North 
Bay, Minister of Education and Train- 
ing John Snobelen said that the prov- 
ince plans to stick with the decision 
to limit access to the fund. 

Jackie Creber, a spokes- 
woman from the universities branch 
of the Ministry of Education and 
Training, says Snobelen is unwilling 
to reconsider the matter at this time. 
But she adds that the Ontario univer- 
sities do have a point. "There is a 
good case to be made for (the expan- 
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sion of the fund), but it was our deci- 
sion to limit the fund to Ontario resi- 
dents. And the policy is consistent 
with other policies we have," she 
said. 

But this situation is differ- 
ent because the province should not 
be telling universities what to do with 
a fund when they are only partially 
responsible for the money within it, 
says Amice Cadiuex, of the Council 
of Ontario Universities. 

She says the council is wor- 
ried the Ontario-only restriction will 
limit the mobility of Canadian stu- 
dents. 

"(Thecouncil)feltthatwhen 
wc look at the size of our nation and 
the challenges of mobility that stu- 
dents face, they would have been 
well-served by being able to access 
funds to enable a student form the 
east or west coast to study in On- 
tario," she said. 

Lang agrees. He says the 
restriction does not make sense be- 
cause the government has itself ex- 
pressed concern about the lack of 
mobility of students among prov- 
inces. 

In fact, the Ontario-only re- 
striction moves in the opposite di- 
rection of the initiative established 
just last year by the Council of Min- 
isters of Education, which pushed 
the universities to become more flex- 
ible about transfer credits to pro- 
mote mobility, he says. 

"Limiting the portability of 
financial aid goes in the opposite 
' direction of that initiative," Lang 
said.

"]Ne'll help you get there. 
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Will the Internet cause an 
academic revolution?

Academics who once praised the Internet for giving students more 
access to information, are now worried it is also providing students with 
easy access to pre-written essays. Essay writing services are following the 
lead of large corporations everywhere and using the World Wide Web to 
market their services to students around the world. 

Last June, Kenny Sahr, a Florida journalism student, launched 
"School Sucks," a web-site dedicated to collecting and cataloguing college 
term papers. Professors and students across the U.S. have criticized Sahr for 
openly encouraging students to cheat. Sahr denies that this is the purpose 
of the site. "Until now we've been playing a game of hide-and-no-seek," 
he says. "Students get catalogues, pay money for papers and the academic 
world pretends it's not there. I'm putting the cards on the table." 

Sahr argues that students won't use him web site to cheat in school 
because it is too easy for professors to check what essays are on the site. In 
the past two months "School Sucks" has received over 250 term papers 
from college students, mostly in the U.S., and the site has been visited over 
50,000 times. "Who we're dealing with now in terms of college stu- 
dents in the U.S., Canada and the rest of the world are adults. So if society 
prepares us correctly, we shouldn't have a problem. I think the fact that the 
students know the professors (have access) is going to be enough to deter 
them (from cheating)," says Sahr, who proclaims he is completely against 
plagiarism. 

Some professors are sceptical. "The intention is quite plain. It says 
'Download Your Workload, The Worldwide Library of College Papers.' 
It's a great idea from a commercial standpoint," Says Danny Vickers, a 
history professor at Memorial University. 

Andrew Draskoy, a systems administrator at Memorial agrees 
plagiarizing from web sites is risky. "It is presumably just as easy for the 
professor to find the paper as it is for the student," Draskoy says. "If you 
pass off something wholesale as your own, the thing is it's still sitting 
there on the Net. One day somebody else beside you is going to find it, and 
the chance that somebody is going to notice that it's exacdy the same as your 
own paper is considerable." 

Web sites like Sahr's are forcing universities to consider the 
potential for Internet plagiarism. The ability to run a key word search of the 
entire web and pull up relevant items, including complete term papers, 
could tempt any student in a desperate situation to download the essay, print 
it off and hand it in, some professors say. 

"In the short run, it could lead to the possibility of students with 
appropriate skills not only finding stuff on the Internet, but serving as 
brokers for other people - writing term papers for other people," Vickers 
says. 

Assessing exactly how many students upload their papers to the 
Internet is almost impossible. Understanding why they do is equally 
difficult. "There's absolutely no legal or moral reason why they shouldn't 
put them up there," says Draskoy. "I don't see any particular reason why 
they shouldn't. I also don't see any particular reason why they shou' 1." 

Academics are quick to point out there is no guarantee papers 
found on the web are any good. "A lot of the papers are garbage," Sahr 
admits. "If the student can't go to the page and determine what's good and 
what's not worth anything, then I can't help (them)." 

Sahr defends the usefulness of the site, saying it gives examples of 
how other people write term papers and provides bibliographical sources 
for students. 

Whatever the reason behind Sahr's site, it is forcing change in the 
academic world. "No doubt I've opened the Pandora's box," he says. "I do 
understand the concerns professors have. What I really see is a checks and 
balance system. 

"It forces the student to be honest, because you can go to my site 
but you can't cheat there. On the professor's side, a lot of students know 
what it's like to be in a class of over 100 people. There's no way to assess 
your knowledge and learning in that class, in a big lecture hall. So they give 
you two papers to write over the semester ... on some generic topic. This 
will make it too hard for the mediocre professors to do that. "I'm hoping 
to change some of the behaviour in a lot of the academic world, and I think 
I've succeeded in it." 

So how do professors, students and universities need to adapt to 
this new reality? "There's no particular legal or technical solution to what's 
on the Net," said Draskoy. "It has to come down to the students and 
professors themselves." "Really the only solution to it is to make students 
aware of the issues and consequences of plagiarism and for the professors 
to be aware that it is going on." 

Vickers sees essay web sites as an opportunity for professors to 
reconsider the way they approach teaching. 

"I am not totally out of sympathy with (Sahr's) point," Vickers 
says. "In the longer run, it might not be altogether bad, because what it 
would force professors to do is to design written projects that are closely 
integrated with, not only the general topic of the course, but the way the 
course is being run." 

"It might spell the end of the sort of lax, write a paper on any topic 
you want' approach. Traditional papers aren't useless, but anything which 
forces a professor to rethink their method is good because professors don't 
do that enough." 
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The Discussion Paper

What? The Discussion Paper is a report that was released by the 
Ministry of Education and Training in Ontario in the summer of 1996. The 
paper outlines proposed changes to post-secondary education which would 
significantly affect students at Laurentian. 

The Main Points: 

Rationalization - The Ministry states that universities have too 
much duplication within their own institution and between other universi- 
ties. The most drastic rationalization concept is "Centres of Excellence" in 
which each university would offer one or two specialized programs (there 
would only be one medical school and one teacher's college in Ontario, 
etc.). If the university in your home town doesn't offer the program you 
want, you will have to relocate. 

ICRPs - Also known as Income Contingent Repayment Plan, it is 
a great concept in theory. Every post-secondary student in Ontario 
(eventually everyone in Canada) can get as much money as they need to get 
through school and they don't have to start paying it back until they have 
a good paying job. So what's wrong with that? As soon as you get the loan, 
it starts incurring interest... all the way until you start paying it off. What 
happens if you lose your good-pay ing job or get a drastic pay cut? You stop 
paying your loan while the interest keeps piling up. You could realistically 
be paying off this loan for the rest of your life. 

Privatization - The taxpayers are holding the bulk of the responsi- 
bility for your education and they don't like it. The Ministry feels that 
students must be made more accountable for their education. One way to 
make sure that the taxpayers and the governments don't have to foot the bill 
for your tuition is to sell your university to a large corporation. That way, 
the government is no longer responsible for public funding (hooray for the 
taxpayers!). The problem is, the corporation can now charge anything they 
■ want for tuition since there are no provincial guidelines for a private 
institution (boo-hoo for the students!). Welcome to the concept of Ivy 
League universities in Canada. 

Now What? An advisory Panel on the Future of Post-Secondary 
Education has been set up by the Ministry. They will be travelling to 
Sudbury on September 26 for consultations with students, faculty, staff and 
administration. The SGA will be planning something big for this day, so 
keep your eyes open for upcoming news.

Registration Day: Heaven Or Hell?

It was 9:00AM, Thursday 
September 5, 1996. The students 
were lined up to the bathroom just 
outside the Great Hall. And I was 
shocked to see the president of the 
University, Ross Paul, at the info 
table in front of the Great Hall help- 
ing students with whatever they 
needed. I have never seen a presi- 
dent in such a social setting without 
looking like an animal trapped in a 
cage. He actually looked like he was 
enjoying himself. 

But as I walked by, I could 
still hear students grumbling about 
the line up and the supposed 2 hour 
wait. Boy, were they surprised! 
Within 20 minutes everybody had 
passed through the initial stage of 
picking up their registration forms 
and after another 30 minutes, all the 
students were in the Science Cafete- 
ria. 

At the same time, I started 
thinking about my registration day 
many eons ago. It had taken me an 
hour and a half to get through the 



whole registration process and I had 
been one of the lucky ones. Today, 
8 years later, nearly all the students 
had completed everything in the 
same amount of time that it had taken 
me, notwithstanding the students that 
arrived between 9:30AM and noon. 
I began to ask myself, how this was 
possible? Has the university be- 
come so much more effective over 
the years? The whole hadn'tchanged 
except for 2 things: 1 ) the three ses- 
sions have been divided alphabeti- 
cally from P to Z, H to O, and A to G 
( which had the effect of controlling 
the number of students that went 
through each session), 2) there was 
a section for each letter of the alpha- 
bet (which reduced the search time 
for people's registration forms). In 
addition, their were volunteers all 
over the place, helping students with 
every part of the registration proc- 
ess. 

However, it wasn't all rosy 
during the third session because of a 
situation that many students found 
unfair. The Physical Education stu- 
dents had the chance to fill out their 



registration forms the night before 
which meant that they could skip 
directly to the Science Cafe'Tia. This 
caused students, from the third ses- 
sion, tocomplain that certain courses 
were full; courses they needed to 
take but that were filled by Phys. Ed. 
students looking for "bird courses". 
But that is a reality that students have 
always had todeal with, some courses 
do fill up very quickly which leaves 
some students running around trying 
to rework their schedules. 

So then, registration day is 
both heaven and hell for some stu- 
dents. Some students go through 
registration day very quickly and oth- 
ers have to lumber through, trying to 
arrange it so that their schedules 
work. Yet students must remember 
that they need only go through regis- 
tration day once in their university 
careers. And from what I have seen, 
registration day improves yeariy . The 
average time for a student to go 
through has been cut down from 2 
hours to a measly 1 :30.

It is rather un- 
fortunate this book was 
discovered so late in my 
university career. My 
time at old L.U. is draw- 
ing to a close and this 
book would have been 
useful about three years 
ago when I was start- 
ing out. But, better late 
than never, I always 
say. This is a wonder- 
fully useful and well 
written book which 
every university orcol- 
lege student should 
read before even con- 
sidering post-second- 
ary education. (Notice 
I didn't say BUY, that 
would require spend- 
ing money.) 

After reading the introduction, I was immediately taken with Bak- 
er's idea of writing a book about "how to earn, save and spend smart" that 
was geared solely at Canadian students. Sure, people have written this type 
of book before, but it has never been directed at students. Baker's tips are 
practical and workable. Instead of being preachy and telling every student 
to live at home and never go out, he details how to find an apartment on a 
budget and what activities to do for a relatively minimal expense. 

An interesting chapter of this book which is not usually considered 
by most students is trying to find a part time or summer job which pays well, 
doesn't cost too much and will benefit throughout your university career. 
When looking for a summer job. Baker has ten strategies to consider such 
as thinking long term, looking for recession proof jobs and assessing the 
stability of the company to which you are applying. All of his tips are very 
practical, useful and aren't usually considered by students looking for 
work. Most of the time, students are so happy about actually finding a job 
they don't consider the pointers brought up in Baker's book. 

I enjoyed this book tremendously and would recommend it to any 
student who is willing to read it. If any student would like to borrow it, drop 
by the Lambda office on the third floor of the Student Centre.

The Laurentian Voyageurs opened the 1996 season on Sunday with 
a home game against the Carleton Ravens. Playing on a soggy field, the 
Vees tied the veteran Carleton side 1 - 1 . Despite fielding a much younger 
team than last year (only six players returned from last year's team), the 
Voyageurs showed signs of what made them the top team in the OUAA 
East Division last year. 

The Vee's took control of the game early in the first half with 
veterans striker Ricky James and defender Ivo Beljo setting the pace. A 
number of throw-ins and corner kicks led to a series of scoring opportuni- 
ties that were only just repelled by Carleton goalkeeper Eric Peters.
